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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search was 
performed on the following databases: Derwent, Chemical Abstracts, and the USPTO. Only six 
references referred to the compound l ? 2-dichloro-3,3,3,-trifluoropropene (RN 341-27-6) 
including JP402221389A, JP402221962, JP402222496A, JP402222702A, US 3,436,430, and US 
6,316,682. 

2. Of these six references, none teach the combination of the l,2-dichloro-3,3,3,- 
trifluoropropene with hydrogen fluoride while in a thermodynamically azeotropic state. Nor do 
these six references teach the method of forming or the process of removing this specific 
azeotropic composition. 

3. Therefore, based on the lack of teaching of the combination of the l,2-dichloro-3,3,3,- 
trifluoropropene with hydrogen fluoride while in a thermodynamically azeotropic state and the 
lack of motivation for combining references to yield such azeotropic systems these claims have 
been found to be allowable over the prior art of record.
